*ubli« Power Companies Not 


Free From Obligations 


Imposed. 


Chairman Bollen of the railway 


commission said Wednesday that 
.he Loup river power project was 
he only one of the numerous or- 
ganizations of that type that had 
.aken a. defiant position with re- 
?pect to obeying the state law re- 
ating to granting of applications 
"or construction of pole lines by 
various utilities. This law requires 
hat when a line is built in territory 
occupied by other wire companies 
t must be done in a way not to 
mpair the efficiency of existing 
iroperly constructed lines. 
Many rural telephone lines, par- 


ticularly those of small town com- 
panies and farmers mutuals, are 
jrounded, that is, one wire is 
strung on poles and the circuit 
completed thru the ground. This 
type of service costs the farmer 
about $3 a year less than the two 
wire or metallic circuit service. 
Loup river project wants to grid- 
iron Platte county with rural elec- 
:rification lines, and as planned 
heavy voltage lines paralled about 
nine miles of grounded lines of the 
Skeedee Telephone company. This 
would interfere with service. 
Its 
attorneys refused to pay the cost 
of metalliclzing these lines, having 
aeen informed from Washington 
that REA would no longer 
foot 
such costs. 


They took the position that 
s 


grounded telephone line is not 
j 


properly 
constructed 
line. 
Th< 
commission disagreed. The only 
test ia whether as a grounded line 
construction has been proper. It, 
therefore, ordered the district to 
enter into an agreement with the 
Skeedee company. If it does not 
do so the commission has the 
power under the law to deny the 
application. Mr. Bollen said con- 
struction of public power lines is 
under the Nebraska law, and it 
must be obeyed or the other pro- 
vision 
giving; 
the 
commission 


power to deny the application will 
be invoked.

Overcash Interprets Collect- 


ing Agency Contract. 


Replying to a "Bureau of' Ad- 
justment, inc.," in Lincoln, which 
receives assignments of claims and 
accounts and when necessary insti- 
tutes suits thereon in a justice of 
the peace court, subject to 50 per- 
cent commission, the attorney gen- 
eral's office still adheres to its 
former opijnion that this consti- 
tutes the unauthorized practice of 
law in which a layman cannot 
participate. 


An opinion prepared by Assist. 
Atty. Gen. Overcash says it is not 
necessary to decide whether the 
assignment in a contract author- 
izes one to maintain legal proceed- 
ings in his own name. If such 
assignment 
gives the right to 
maintain proceedings in 
courts 


such right does not carry with it 
any privilege to engage in the 
practice of law or any immunities 
from the consequences of unau- 
thorized practice of law. While an 
individual, says the opinion, may 
represent himself in court with- 
out the assistance of a licensed 
attorney, a corporation must act 
only thru agents and officers and 
cannot directly or indirectly en- 
gage in the practice of law. 
Even if the corporation owned 


such claims absolutely, it would 
not thereby be entitled to have 
any of its officers, who are not 
licensed attorneys, represent it in 
legal proceedings.

HEAR LIFE TERMER APPEAL 


Supreme Court to Decide if 


Jury Properly Instructed. 
The appeal of Albert Quijas, a 


Mexican, from conviction and sen- 
tence of 
life imprisonment 
m 


Scottabluff county, was argued 
and submitted to the aupreme 
court Wednesday. The murder oc- 
curred on the night of Nov. 20, 
1936, the victim being: Fermin 
Rojas. Quijas is a nephew of Juana 
Guevara, whose son had been sep- 
arated from his wife, a sister of 
the dead man. t*he Guevara and 
Rojas families had carried on a 
feud because of this, and some 
time prior to the killing* a brother, 
Gilberto Rojas, had been convicted 
of assault with intent to wound 
Jose Guevara. All of them at- 
tended a dance at the Black Cat 
hall the night of the slaying1. 


Quijas' story was that before he 
entered he was'lnsulted and threat- 
ened by the Rojas boys, but this 
was denied. Jose Guevara 
car- 
ried a gun with him to the dance, 
and Quijas borrowed this. Testi- 
mony of the state was that Quijas 
said he wanted to kill one of the 
Rojas boys, that he had no family 
and could get away. Later when 
he passed Gilberto Rojas he said 
he wanted to talk to him. When 
Gilberto started toward him he be- 
gan firing, but Gilberto, unarmed, 
took refuge behind a pole. He also 
took a shot at Fermin, killing him. 
He claims Fermin hit Him with a 
bottle and that thereafter he did 
not know what he did. He says he 
was told by the Rojas boys they 
were going to get him. 
Argument on the legal phase of 
the case ranged around the ques- 
tion of whether Judge Irwin gave 
a prejudicial instruction, Quijas' 
attorneys claiming that it was one 
that had been so held, by the su- 
preme court in other cases. Aast. 
Atty. Gen. Robinson argued that 
the instruction was not prejudicial 
when conviction was for first de- 
gree murder.

ihused by two weeks of travel, of- 
'ered an addition Tuesday night to 
what Horace Greeley said when he 
advised "Go west, young man." 
Speaking from his railroad car 
at Cleveland, over the New York 
Herald-Tribune forum on current 
events, he declared: 
"I would amend this by suggest- 
ing that men and women, old and 
young, should go not only to the 
west of Horace Greeley, but all the 
way to the coast—should go south 
and north and east. 


"And in their travels, may I re- 
peat a suggestion which I once 
jave to a young man in New York 
who thought he knew it all, I said: 
" 'Take a second hand car, put 
on a flannel shirt, drive it out to 
the coast by the northern route 
and come back by the southern 
route. Don't stop anywhere where 
you have to pay more than $2 for 
your room and bath. Don't talk to 
your 
banking 
friends 
or your 
chamber of commerce friends, but 
specialize on the gasoline station 
man, the small restaurant keeper 
and your fellow 'automobile trav- 
elers.' " 
In that way you can round out 
the picture—get a complete con- 
ception of any national problem, 
he said. 


Avoid Provincialism. 


"The professor and student in a 
university, the newspaper 
editor 
and reporter, the man in public life 
and his local constituent," he as- 
serted, "can and do learn greatly 
by much reading, much study and 
much discussion, especially if the 
reading, the study and the discus- 
sion cover all sides of any given 
question. 
'But the result of it all is almost 
inevitably tinged with provincial- 
ism or narrowness if it is not sup- 
plemented by single 'field work.' " 
He said it was "unfortunately 


true that in respect to public af-

opinions, for the simple reason that

education to

"We ought to have 
more of 


them," he

intensive drive to get people to 
know their own country better." 
"It is a grand country and we 
can all be proud of it."

The right of recovery is 
based on the fact that the policy 
contained a waiver of premium 
whale injured. 
His lawyers say 
that the evidence as to hi3 injury 
is clear and uncontradicted, and 
that for yeara he was unable to 
pursue his work as a farmer be- 
cause of sleeping sickness. 


Submission was taken by the 
supreme court Wednesday of the 
appeal of the Edgar Oil company 
from a finding that it should pay 
52,600 compensation to the widow 
of Arlan G. Hoff, a truck driver 
whose truck ran into a Burlington 
passenger train in Gage county on 
May 25, 1936. Hoff received fatal 
burns and died immediately, with 
others. His employer said that the 
accident was due to wilful, negli- 
gent and reckless operation of the 
truck by Hoff sufficient to forfeit 
recovery. The wilfulness was de- 
scribed as unconscious indifference 
to consequences either to himself, 
the fireman who became a flaming 
torch or the passengers. It was 
asserted he was not asleep because 
ho had waved to a farmer when 
600 feet away 
The possibility of 
a heart attack was suggested, and 
also of suicide. Plaintiff's attor- 
ney said there was no reason for 
doing away with himself. He said 
the day was windy and the whistle 
of the engine difficult to hear. Hoff 
had been on duty 16 hours, and 
was sleepy, but that wilful negli- 
gence had not been proved.

are 3,500 families on direct relief 
getting from $1.25 to 54.50 every 
two weeks for groceries. His pe- 


tition to the governor aska for a 
special session of the legislature to 
"meet the crisis of non-employ- 
ment, distress and starvation now 
existing in Douglas county." 
While Konecky was waiting to 
present his petition Gov. Cochran's 
advisory 
committee, headed by 
W. H. Brokaw and Dean Burr of 
the agricultural college, were also 
waiting to confer with the gover- 
nor. Brokaw said the committee 
is gathering fact and figures to 
present at Washington to show the 
needs of Nebraska farmers on ac- 
count of the continued drouth that 
exists in a large part of the state, 
in order that the federal govern- 
ment activities may be induced to 
make grants and loans. 


Gov. Cochran did not comment 
upon the Konecky petition. "The 
fundamental law is that counties 
shall care for their own poor," he 
said. "The state and federal gov- 
ernment are merely helping the 
counties to carry their own burden. 
The last legislature of Nebraska 
made the largest appropriation for 
all purposes, state and federal 
funds, ever before made.- 
It 
appropriated $7,500,000 of 
state funds for social security. I 
have already tried to get an in- 
crease of WPA for Nebraska, but 
on the contrary the government is 
decreasing- this work. 
The prin- 
cipal problem as I see it is relief 
for farmers who are drouth suf- 
ferers. I do not say there is not 
suffering elsewhere, but I consider 
farmer relief the principal prob- 
lem. I think federal resettlement 
is functioning." 
Previously the 
governor has 
pointed out that if further taxes 
are levied in Nebraska for farm 
relief it will hit hardest the people 
intended 
to be benefited — the 
farmers who are unable to pay 
taxes.

article said, the president should 
determine whether he "possesses 


strength enough actually to make 
justice triumphant in the world " 
The paper warned the picsidenl 
to remember the "shipwreck" of 
President Wilson when he Sought 
to safeguard peace for all time 
thru the League of Nations. Japan 
warned officially that peace may 
be "difficult to maintain" if de- 
mands of the nations which "have 
not" colonies and raw materials 
are ignored. 
Madrid and Nanking, fighting 
enemies on opposite sides of the 
world, 
viewed 
the- president's 
words as threats to their foes. 
At Washington high sources said 
American participation in a nine 
power conference to consider the 
far eastern conflict virtually was 
assured by President Roosevelt's 
statement. 
In Nanking, a spokesman for 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's 
government declared the speech 
was "gratifying to China as evi- 
dence that America is emerging 
from isolationism and neutrality." 
The speech was published with- 
out comment in soviet newspapers, 
but Russian interest was made 
evident by its prominent front 
page display.

DR. COPELAND'S 


HEALTH TALK 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, H. D. 
United States senator from New 5Tork, 


Former Commissioner ot Health, 
New York City 


RECENTLY I told you about the 


importance of routine training for 
the infant and growing child. To- 
day I want to tell you about "nerv- 
ousness" in children. Thfs is a con- 
dition which often follows A lack 
of orderly routine in the daily care 
of the child. 


In most Instances nervousness in 


a youngster can be traced to the in- 
heritance of a nervous constitution 
from one of the parents. Of course, 
this does not mean that the child 
of a nervous parent must neces- 
sarily grow up to be a nervous in- 
dividual. But if there is any sign 
of nervousness in the family, it is 
important that certain safety meas- 
ures be taken during early life in 
order to guard against this condi- 
tion. 
During the first year ot the 


child's life the infant should be 
given frequent opportunity for rest 


and relaxation. The parent nuwt 
makt certain the youngster has 
that nourishment so essential to 
the proper growth and development 
of a strong- and sturdy body. Bear 
in mind that during the first year 
the brain grows as much as It does 
through the rest o'f life. 
Neglect 


during this period is detrimental to 
the future welfare of the child. 


Anemia, disturbances of diges- 


tion, faulty diet and underweight 
are other factors which frequently 
lead to nervousness. Many children 
suffer from nervousness for the one 
reason that they do not obtain the 
necessary amount of sleep. It may 
be the result of faulty habits, or of 
sleeping in poorly ventilated rooms 
with exposure to disturbing noises. 


It Js vitally important to remem- 


ber that all infants and young chil- 
dren require an abundance of quiet 
and rest. They must have this tn 
order to Insure the normal growth 
and development of the brain. This 
Is possible only if the child lives in 
peaceful surroundings and calmness 
of spirit. 


Avoid "Pacifiers'* 


If an infant is extremely nervous, 


it is important that it be left alone 
as much as possible. The grown- 
ups of the family should not be per- 
mitted to play with or tease the 
child. Above all else', I beg of you 
not to attempt to quiet the nervous 
youngster by giving soothing syr- 
ups or using "pacifiers". 


If the child is unusually restless. 


Irritable and nervous, it is well to 
consult the doctor. Determine the 
underlying cause of the trouble and 
follow the instructions outlined by 
your physician. 


At regular times the child ought 


to receive a thorough physical ex- 
amination. The weight should be 
checked at definite intervals. If 
there is no gain in weight, it may 
be due to faulty diet or lack of ade- 
quate rest. The diet should be sim- 
ple but nutritious and contain the 
necessary minerals and vitamins 
essential to the normal growth-and 
development. 


Answers to Health Queries 


Mrs. A. B. Q.—My 17-year-old 


son has been carrying a trace of 
sugar for two years, but my doctor 
has said there is no cause for 
worry. He is not allowed any fancy 
food. What would you advise in 
this case? 
A.—Follow your doctor's advice. 


If there is any tendency to diabetes 
the diet is very important. For fur- 
ther particulars send a self-ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope and re- 
peat your question. 


H. M. K. Q.—How much should 


a girl 15 years old, 5 feet 6 inches 
tall, weigh? 


A.—Considering your height and 
age you should weigh approximate- 
ly 124 pounds as determined by ex- 
amination of a number of people.

Dummy's ace won, and a trump was 
led. West took the ace and cast about 
for a means of putting East on lead 
for a club return. Deciding that de- 
clarer must have the diamond ace for 
his opening bid. West thought the best 
chance was to find East with a sin* 
gleton heart, hence played the ace, 
intending to follow with a second 
round. Declarer ruffed, however, and 
led put three high trumps, discard- 
ing two clubs from dummy. 
East 


had no difficulty in discarding oh two 
trumps — he let go clubs — but on the 
last lead he was hard pressed. He 
could read the club queen opening as 
a singleton, which marked declarer 
with three originally. Therefore, he 
[East] had to hold as many clubs as 
declarer. He could not afford to dis- 
card the diamond suit and, hence, 
had to blank hie heart king. Had de- 
clarer led just one more trump, he 
would have made poor Bast's position 
untenable. 
For some reason, how- 


ever, declarer held on to his two re- 
maining trumps and attacked dia- 
monds. The third round disclosed 
that East had the suit stopped. 


Success still was within declarer's 


grasp. All he had to do was ruff 
dummy's ten of hearts. East's king 
would have been ruffed away. Instead 
of that, declarer, who had noted 
East's club discards, prayed for a 
club break, In short, that the Whg 
and jack would drop together.

What are the eligibility require- 


ments to play 
football at 
Ne- 


braska ? 


To Coach Adolph Lewandowski, 


Major Jones has assigned the task 
of keeping track of the scholastic 
difficulties encountered by varsity 
players. 
Lew also keeps posted 


on the school room activities of 
the frosh gridders. 


The requirements, briefly, are: 
1. The student must carry at 


least a total of 27 hours for both 
semesters. 


2. He must carry and complete 


at least 12 hours the semester pre- 
ceding competition. 


3. He must carry 12 hours in 


good standing during the semes- 
ter of competition. 


A student, .Lew points out, car- 


ries and passes in 14 "hours the 
first semester 
He registered for 
15 hours in the second semester 
and fails in three hours. He has 
completed satisfactorily work in 
26 hours but must take one .hour 
in summer school to become eli- 
gible. 


The student is "out of 
luck" 


here, Lew states, it he registers 
for and completes IS hours the 
first semester; registers for 14 
hours and fails in. three hours the 
second semester. Total hours 27 
but student did not pass in 12 
hours in the semester preceding 
competition. Summer school work 
will not make the athlete eligible 
in this instance because he did 
not pass in 12 hours. 


Other requirements, relative to 


competition in varsity sports, have 
to do with amateurism as fol- 
lows : 


The player is not eligible: (1) 


If he ever used, or is using his 
knowledge of athletics or his ath- 
letic skill for gain, or who has 
competed for money, prize or its 
equivalent in any athletic contest; 
(2) participated in an athletic con- 
test under an assumed name; (3) 
participated with any athletic or- 
ganization not connected with Ne- 
braska U. whether In term or va- 
cation ; (4) received a collegiate 
degree.

a young fellow of whom McGraw 
had had great hopes long before, 
a big league sense, he arrived. 


Schupp, a smiling kid from Louis- 
ville, was teamed up with one 
Rube Schauer for several yeara 
with 
the 
Giants. McGraw, in 


moments of exasperation, called 
them 
the 
Katzenjammer twins. 


Schupp would start a game—and 
Schauer would have to finish it 
for him. Or Schauer would start 
and somewhere along the way Mc- 
Graw would have to call on Schupp 
to come in. and mop up. It wasn't 
—for some curious reason—until 
McGraw 
finally 
despaired 
of 


Schauer and sent him out to the 
minors that Schupp came Into his 
own. That waa in 1916, and 
Schupp moved on to play a tre- 
mendous part in the winning of 26 
straight games by the Glanta and 
wind up the season with an earned 
run average of 0.89, still tops in 
the "big show. 


By 1917, Schupp was a real 


major league pitcher and a con- 
sistent 
winner 
and 
McGraw 


banked on him 
and Sallee 
and 


Eenton to beat the White Sox in 
the world 
series. 
They 
didn't 


quite make it, but they gave the 
Sox a tussle, at that. Benton and 
Schupp 
pitched 
shutouts, • but 


Sallee was beaten in a well pitched 
but ill starred game, and, what 
with one thing a.nd another, the 
Giants blew the series. 


Nehf Comes Along. 


By 1921, which was the next 


time the Giants roJJed into a world 
sires, 
their 
best 
pitcher 
waa 


Arthur Nehf. Nehf lost a couple 
of' splendidly pitched 
games in 
that series with the Yankees, but 
came on to win the final game— 
and the title—in a memorable duel 
with Walte Hoyt. Nehf again was 
the standout Giant pitcher in the 
1922 
series, which the Giants won 


from the Yankees in four games, 
barring a tie. 


In the spring of 1923, some of us 


were talking to McGraw and, with 
the season just a week or two 
away, we said to McGraw: 


"There isn't any sense asking 
you who will pitch the opening 
game of the season because we 
know it will be Nehf. But what 
about the opening game of the 
world series?" 


McGraw laughed. 
"Well, Nehf always pitches the 


opening game of the world seriea, 
doesn't he? 
You might put him 


down for this one, I guess." 


The Giants won again that year, 


as everybody expected they would, 
and when they went into the world 
series, McGraw's dependence was 
pinned on Nehf, as usual.' Right 
down to the last game. Nehf lost 
that one. He lost his control and 
McGraw had to take him out, and 
I don't think I ever have seen 
more tragic figure in baseball than 
Nehf was as he wnlkerj from the 
field, that afternoon. 


He had got 
jammed up, and, 


after he was out, the Yankee 
came on to win, and in the club 
house afterward Nohf cried like 
a child because he felt he had let 
the Giants down in a pinch. 
But 


McGraw knew how hard he had 
pitched 
all year—how 
he 
had 


pulled the Giants thru one crisis 
after another. 
He knew Art had 


pitched hlH heart out in that final 
gurne of tile .series. AnO he put his 
arm around Nehf in the club house 
and toliI him he had nothing to 
feel badly about because he had 
done all he could and, as McGraw 
said, it just didn't seem to be in 
the cards for the Giants to win the 
world sciies three years in a row, 
if for no other reason tkan that 
no team ever had done it and, pos- 
sibly, no team ever would. 


Nehf was the Giant standby In 


the world series with the Washing- 
ton Senators in 1924. The Giantp 
couldn't win that one, cither. But 
Nehf got them off to a roaring 
start by beating Walter Johnson 
in the opening game. 


Hubbell—and Melton. 


Moving down the years to 1933, 


it was Carl Hubbell who was the 
Giant s defensive ace against the 
Senators. He had 
pitched 
the 


Gianta 
to tho pennmit 
and ftp 


barged right into the series and 
beat th$ Senators twice and won 
the series. 
Lnst 
year. 
Huhhell 


again carried the main pitching 
burden against the Yankees, heat- 
ing them In an amazing pitching 
performance in the rain the first 


time out and then losing: the next 
time he faced them. 


This year, Hubbell is in the fora- 


front 
again. This 
time he has 


some premise of some material as- 
sistance—from the Southpaw Cliff 
Melton. The story of this yearns 
series—if anybody can read it in 
advance—is the story of a couple 
of left handers against the power 
that lies in the 
Yankee batting- 


order. An old story, as the record 
bears out—southpaws hurling for 
the Giants in the clutch.
